LONDON, July 3.—(fl3)—Ramsay MacDonald, as pres- 


ident o,f the world economic conference, decided this eve- 
ning after a meeting of the British authorities with repre- 
sentatives of the European gold bloc to summon a meet- 
ing of the bureau tomorrow to determine the future of 
the parley in view of President Roosevelt's rejection of 
currency stabilization. 


From the highest British quarters came the statement 


that there was no quesion of the conference having cal- 
lapsed. 


The British are determined that 


the assemblage

work, but it was admitted that th« 
conference may have to hurry and 
that short cuts may have to be tajk- 
en.

The revived beer business,

three months old, is providing Un- 
cle Sam with the fourth largest 
source of monthly 
revenue— re- 


ceipts so far running: close to th 
annual yield of $125,000,000 to $150- 
000,000 estimated bv government 
officials before legalization of the 
amber brew. 


The $5 a barrel tax brought $11,- 


172,322 intu the federal treasury 
during May while the special li- 
cense taxes on brewers and deal- 
ers 
in malt liquor yielded $363,704, 


a total of $11,536,026 from beer for 
that month. 
The barrel tax In 


April, the first month of legalized 
beer, retrned $8,269,052 while 
li- 


censes brought in $869,811. This, 
however, 
was not a 
complete 


month since the law did not go 
into effect until April . 


Should the revenue Average $ll,v 


000,000 a month, the beer, receipts- 
for a year would amount to X132,- 
000,000, a figure almost midway 
between the range of the govern- 
mental estimates. 


In May cigar eta produced the 
most revenue, $38,470,693. The In- 
come tax was second with a yield 
of $15,688,010 and 
gasoline 
was 
third with $12,773,674. 
Following 


beer was chewing gum and smok- 
ing tobacco with a revenue of $5,- 
156,499. 


The income tax is expected to

On Next January 1, your deposits 
in any bank deemed sound enough 
to stay open for business -will be 
insured against loss by bank clos- 
ings. 
This is provided by a section 


of the Glass-Steagall bank reform 
act, which, though not a part of 
President 
Roosevelt's 
program, 
was enacted by the last congress. 


The insurance, for the first six 
months, will be limited to $2,500 to 
each depositor. After July 1 of 
next year, deposits up to $10,000 
will be fully insured and larger 
ones partially. After July 1, 1936, 
the insurance will cease to be In 
force for any banks not becoming 
National 
banks or entering the 
federal reserve 
system. Deposits 


in banks now closed or in hands 
of conservators, or which may be 
closed between now 
and 
next 
January, will not be Insured. 


The insurance fund will be han- 


dled by a federal deposit insur- 
ance corporation which will have

Factor dug deep into the paternal 
jeans today to scrap* up $75,000 
demanded for the ransom of his 
kidnapped father, but awaited in 
vain directions for the pay-off. 
John Factor, the barber who 
found speculation more lucrative, 
had been, a captive since before 
dawn of last Saturday. Yesterday's 
anonymous telephone message re- 
ceived at his first wife's home has 
been the only communication. 


A voice had instructed Jerome, 
the 19-year-old youth who had a 
chance to study kidnapers at first 
had last April when he was a pris- 
oner eight days, to count out $75,- 
000 in small bills and have it ready 
for delivery today. 


All night Jerome and G. Gale 
Gilbert, attorney for the missing 
gambler, waited in the "strategic 
headquarters" in a loop hotel tow- 
er. They had made arrangements 
through a brokerage house to have 


funds ready on call today. It was 
understood they would offer $25,- 
000 to buy back the millionaire, 
whom the British government also 
would like to have In custody. 
Factor is fighting in the supreme 
court an extradition decree that 
would taks him back to London, 
his birthplace, to defend a charge 
that he collected $7,000,000 in the 
full knowledge that he ,had earn- 
ed it by mining stock manipula- 
tions at the expense of British in- 
vestors . 


The strategy of Jerome and his 
father's attorney thus far has been 
public statements intended for the 
eyes of the kidnapers. They told 
of Factor's fortune being depleted, 
of the inability of Jerome or his 
mother to touch he paternal bank 
account, and let it be understood a 
quick and easy payment of a small 
sum might be advisable from the 
view of the adbuctors since the 
banks will close again tomorrow 
for the_ holiday.

RECOGNITION OF 


RUSSIA AGAIN IS 


BROUGHT TO FORE 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
3.— 


The 
Roosevelt 
administration's 
first attempt to tap the great sov- 
iet Russian market intensified talk 
today about whether more friendly 
relations might lend to American 
recognition of the land of com- 
munism. 


There were no official indica- 
tions that that was in the offing, 
but the Interested reminded that 
while the president never has spok- 
en publicly on the subject he has 
a number of close advisors who 
strongly urge recognition. . 
The transaction 
between 
the 
United States and the U. S. S. R. 
was just about as direct as it 
could bo between two nations of 
such diplomatic connections. 
First, the reconstruction corpor- 
ation authorized a series of loans 
—said, unofficially, to total around 
$4,000,000—to American exporters. 
The money will be used to buy 
60,000 to 80,000 bales of American 
cotton for shipment to Russia. 
But the rest of the story is that 
the loans will be secured by notes 
of the Amtorg Trading company 
and unconditionally guaranteed by 
the state bank of the soviet. Am- 
torg Is owned by the 
U.S.S.R. 


and was organized by the new 
Russia to carry on its business in 
a country where it had no offi- 
cial standing. 


It was stated by reliable sources 
that further loans were being con- 
sidered to finance exportation of 
othe.r commodities to Russia.

which threatened to wreck the 
assemblage on rocks of gold. 
The President's statement was 


interpreted 
by experts in high 
conference quarters not only as 
a flat notification, that the. United 
States is not Interested in restor- 
ing the old-fashioned gold stan- 
dard, which France and her con- 
tinental allies have been trying 
to force him to support, but as a 
veiled reproof to France. 
Experts expressed the opinion 
that the American chief executive 
had in mind France's unbalanced 
budget and the huge expenditures 
for military and naval purposes 
as well aa uncollected domestic 
taxes when he said:

L. G. A 
Trip, president of the Netherland* 
banks, two of the staunchest ad- 
vocates of the gold standard called 
upon peoples of gold standard 
countries to keep cool. 
Trip declared that "states of the 
so-called gold bloc control about 
half of the coin.gold in the world" 
adding that "if they co-operate no 
danger can touch them no long 
as the public remains cool."

continuance of the basic econom- 
ic errors that underlie so much of 
the present world wide depression 
Only Temporary. 


"The 
world will not long be 


lulled by the specious policy of 
achieving a temporary and prob- 
ably an artificial stability in for- 
eign exchange on the part of a 
few large countries only. 


"The sound internal economic 


system of a nation is a greater 
factor in its well being than the 
price of its currency in changing 
terms of currencies of other na- 
tions. 


"It is for this reason that re- 


duced costs of government, ade- 
quate 
government 
income, 
and 


ability to serve Its government 
debts are all so important to ulti- 
mate stability. 


"So too, all fetishes of so-called 


international 
bankers are 
being 


replaced by efforts to plan na- 
tional currencies with the object 
of giving to those currencies a 
continuing 
purchasing 
power 


which does not greatly vary in 
terms 
of the 
commodities 
and 


need of modern civilization. 


Seeks Permanency. 


"Let me be frank In saying that 


the 
United 
States 
of 
America 


seeks the kind of dollar which a 
generation hence will have the 
same purchasing and debt-paying 
power as 
the dollar value 
we 


hope to attain in the near fu- 
ture. 
That objective means more 


to the good of other nations than 
a fixed ratio for a month or two 
in terms of the pound or franc. 


"Our broad purpose is perman- 


ent stabilization of every nation's 
currency. 
Gold or gold and silver 


can well continue to be a metal- 
lic reserve behind currencies but 
this is not the time to dissi- 
pate 
all 
reserves. 
When 
the 


world works out concerted poli- 
cies in the majority of nations 
to produce balanced budgets and 
living within their means then 
we can properly discuss a better 
distribution of the world's gold 
and silver supply to act as a re- 
serve base of national currencies. 


"Restoration of world trade is 


an important partner both in the 
means and in the result. 
Here 


also temporary exchange fixing is 
not the true answer. 
We must 


rather mitigate existing embargoes 
to make easier the exchange of 
products of which one nation has 
and the other nation has not. 


"The conference was called to 


better and perhaps to cure fun- 
damental economic ills.
